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Councilman’s resignation shocks csll@«

The abrupt resignation of Romulus Councilman 
Charles Miller before the city council meeting Monday 
night came as a shock to city officials. 

“I think the whole situation really caught the members 
of city council by surprise,” said Councilman Leroy 
Burcroff. 

All that is known at this point is that Miller was irritat¬ 
ed during a study session on the subject of the city's water 
shut-off policy. City officials said that Miller became upset 
when he brought up a phone call that he received from a 
handicapped Romulus resident who had his water shut 
off. Then, for no apparent reason. Miller got up and left 
the council chambers in the middle of the sessioa 

“He literally just got up and walked out” said one city 
official, who didn’t want her name used. “We were all sit¬ 
ting there with our mouths wide open, because we could¬ 
n’t believe what had just happened.” 

Romulus Clerk Linda Choate said Miller returned to 
the building just before the council meeting started and 
handed her his letter of resignatioa

“He did, in fact submit a letter of resignation,” said 
Choate, ‘hut that is all I can comment on at this point” 
Miller was elected to office in 2001 for a four-year term 
that is set to expire in 2005, but other council members 
are wondering what happened. 

“I don’t understand what his reasons are,” said 
Burcroff. “He was a good advocate for the people of this 
city.” 

Burcroff said he sensed some frustration from Miller, 
but he said he still isn’t sure exactly what pushed him to 
the point of resignatioa 

“Possibly it is that he became overcome with frustra¬ 
tion for the process,” said Burcroff. “All I can say is that I 
wish him the best of luck in whatever he does.” 
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Councilman William Wadswortl 
but said he still had hope that it wa 
“If it is true, it is really too bar 
elected him to serve a four-year te. 
that he serve out that term,” said Wi 
The resignation will be presenter 
cil during the next meeting on Sept 27. The city council 
will have to acknowledge the letter before they can begin 
the process of filling the vacant seat 

Choate said that once the council acknowledges the 
resignation, the city charter dictates that the council will 
have 45 days to fill the seat As far as the process council 
will follow to do that Choate said she believed that the 
council would be responsible for setting up criteria for 
selecting Miller’s replacement. The person selected 
would then serve out the final year of Miller’s term. 

Mayor Alan Lambert was asked for comment on the 
resignation, but representatives from his office said they 
were awaiting official documentation of the letter of res¬ 
ignation and could not make a comment until it was 
received. 

Miller could also not be reached for comment as of 
press time Tuesday.

High school receives accreditation

Romulus Community High 
School is now accredited by 
the North Central Association 
(NCA) as a special purpose 
school. 

Community High, a school 
of choice, serves students from 
15 different communities with 
a majority coming from 
Romulus and Belleville. The 
school is one of only five alter¬ 
native schools in the state of 
Michigan to receive this 
accreditation. 

Principal Al Wilkerson, for¬ 
merly a counselor at both 
Romulus High School and 
Romulus Middle School, said 
he was elated to receive this 
award. 

“My NCA team, eo-chaired 
by Karen Powell and Charles 
TenBroeck, did a great job 
working with our staff and 
preparing the necessary docu¬ 


ments for our NCA presenta¬ 
tion,” said Wilkerson. ‘1 would 
also like to compliment my 
staff for developing and imple¬ 
menting the ideas and pro¬ 
grams necessary to make the 
NCA requirements.” 

Wilkerson said he is proud 
of the curriculum offered at 
Community High, which fea¬ 
tures college level courses. 

“Our students receive the 
opportunity to earn college 
credits and many of them use 
this positive experience to con¬ 
tinue their education at the 
university level,” he said. 

Wilkerson said the acade¬ 
mics of the school are not the 
only positive offered. The flag 
football and basketball teams 
have won two state alternative 
school championships. 

“We have 60 teams in the 
Alternative Athletic Association 
and our students really look for¬ 
ward to the regular season and 
the state tournaments,” he said. 


The school chess and bowl¬ 
ing teams narrowly missed a 
shot at their state champi¬ 
onships last year. 

The passion Wilkerson dis¬ 
plays for his job and his stu¬ 
dents has not gone unnoticed 
by school officials. 

“(Wilkerson) has a special 
way and a relationship with his 
students,” said Superintendent 
Joel Carr. “He encourages 
them to attend school, is 
understanding if they have 
some difficulties and allows 
them to start over the next 
marking period if necessary.” 

Carr also said that the 
Community High commence¬ 
ment ceremonies are now as 
large as the Romulus High 
School programs crediting 
Wilkerson for the increased 
enrollment 

“(Wilkerson) has done an 
outstanding job with the 
Community High and our alter¬ 
native education program.”

The Belleville Animal 
Hospital is working to improve 
the services they provide by 
expanding their facility. 

The Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees approved the 
first reading to amend the zoning 
ordinance for the hospital land, 
bringing them one step closer to 
a bigger home. The amendment 
will go in front of the township 
board for a second reading, 
according to Township Super¬ 
visor Cindy King 

Chris White, head technical 


office manager for the animal 
hospital, said that this past spring 
was when they knew it was time 
to expand their facility. 

“With the new patients that we 
have been receiving, things have 
started to become kind of 
cramped around here,” she said. 
“That’s why we’re building big¬ 
ger” 

The clinic will double in size 
to 3,600 square feet To do so, the 
house next door, owned by Dr. 
Gerald Graf, will be tom down. A 
bigger parking lot, more exam 
rooms—one for cats and one for 
dogs—a wider laboratory, a phar¬ 
macy and a second surgery room 


will be added, said White. 

White said that construction 
has already started and the new 
addition is set to be completed 
this year. 

Located at 437 Sumpter Road, 
the Belleville Animal Hospital 


currently has four doctors. 
Although new patients are com¬ 
ing in, White said that she is 
uncertain whether or not more 
doctors will be joining the hospi¬ 
tal force. 

“We are not looking to hire

more people now, but it’s always 
possible in the future,” she said. 

Graf opened the hospital in 
1972 in Belleville. The services 
they provide include: surgeries, 
x-rays, dental work, ultrasounds, 
in-house laboratory work and 
basic health check-ups. 

“Everything is going just as we 
planned,” said White. ‘We hope 
that when the construction is 
done, people won’t have to wait 
as long for care. It’s especially 
important with animals.” 

‘With two surgery rooms, we 
will be able to utilize things a lot 
better and do a lot more surg¬ 
eries,” she added.

This year, the colony includ¬ 
ed area artists Jane Kovach of 
Belleville, Sandra Meyer of 
Belleville, Sandra Somers of 
New Boston, Rhonda Dutton of 
Belleville, Adam Hume of 
Romulus, Nicki Pijanowski of 
Belleville, Chesley Odom of 
Belleville, Sheri Chaffee of 
Belleville, Cheri Van Gelder of 
Belleville, Diane Eissinger of 
Belleville, Carol Anne Belmont 
of Romulus, Sarah Meyer of 
Dearborn, Jean Morris of 
Belleville and Karen Cash of 
Belleville. 

The winners included: 
Dutton, who won Best of Show 
and $300; Somers, who won 
Best Local Scene and $300; 
Pijanowski, who won first 
place and $125; Odom, who 
won second place and $100; 
and Chaffee, who won third 
place and $75. The honorable 
mention awards went to Van 
Gelder and Eissinger, who both 
received $50. 

Janet Millard, organizer of 
the event, said that artists enter 
their pieces, which were com¬ 
pleted during the colony. Since 
there were four days in the 
colony, they can enter up to 
four pieces of art, she said. 

Judges Sylvia and Robert 
Vigiletti and Tanya Sepell said 
that each piece of art was 
judged on craftsmanship, cre¬ 
ativity, presentation and other 
guidelines. 

“We went back and forth on 
the Best of Show and Best 
Local Scene because all of 
them were so nicely done,” 
said VigilettL “I was particular¬ 
ly impressed with the framing 


on the works. The presentation 
is a very critical point. 
Everything was framed very 
well.” 

The City of Belleville, the 
Central Business Community 
and the Arts Council devel¬ 
oped, sponsored and co-man- 
aged the first Belleville Art 
Colony in 1997. The concept of 
an “Artist in Residence” 
brought professional artists to 
the city to demonstrate and 
encourage other artists to join 
in their efforts.

Pijanowski, who won first 
place for her pencil portrait of 
the Belleville Comfort Station, 
said that she will continue 
working oh various portraits. 

“What started out as a hobby 
has now grown,” she said. “I 
find the work very relaxing.

Many different businesses 
and organizations during the last 
two years have donated profits 
from fundraisers to the Friends 
of the Animal Shelter project 
and it is not slowing down now. 

All proceeds from the annual 
bingo benefit during the 
Pumpkin Festival will go directly 
to help pay for a new animal 
shelter 

From 1-11 p.m. both Friday 
and Saturday and 1-8 p.m. on 
Sunday, the bingo benefit will be 
open for play in the former 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) building located on 
Bibbins Road adjacent from the 
Romulus recreation department 

“This is a great way for people 
to come out and have fun and 
help a good cause at the same 
time,” said Wadsworth.

This public hearing is to establish a 
Special Assessment District (SAD) for the purpose of installing and maintaining over¬ 
head street lighting and a second public hearing will be held upon approval of the 
SAD to approve spreading the special assessment to the tax roll. The Township uses 
the special assessment process to provide a method to collect payment for street light¬ 
ing via the property tax bill. The capital outlay for construction costs to be paid by 
the homeowner’s association will be $2,411.21. The initial annual cost will be 
$515.50, or $4.52 per lot.

Supervisor King stated the Board’s agenda packet included the Special Assessment 
Roll that lists each parcel in the SAD, the address, the owner, the number of units and 
the cost. Director Kelley stated these taxpayers were notified via mail of this infor¬ 
mation.

Yes vote important 

Voters in the Plymouth-Canton and Northville Public School 
District will face impoitant choices when they head to the polls for 
special elections on Sept 28. 

The choices are about funding, of course. 

Of the two districts, the Plymouth-Canton Community District faces 
the largest issue. Voters will be asked to renew an 18 mill tax levy on 
non-homestead property as well as a $109 million bond issue to pay for 
the construction of a new elementary school along with renovations 
and maintenance work on virtually every other school in the district 

The 18 mill renewal should be a no-brainer. It does not affect resi¬ 
dential tax payers at all; it is levied on businesses and residences like 
apartment complexes, rental homes or vacant land. It amounts to $29 
million that the district has already factored into its budget making up 
about 22 percent of it according to school officials. Its loss would be 
devastating to the community. 

The second portion of the election, the bond proposal, would result 
in a tax increase for taxpayers throughout the district although not a 
large one. A taxpayer with a home valued at $234,000 would pay an 
additional $47 each year. Fbr that paltry sum, the district will be able 
to pay for the construction of a $15 million elementary school in 
Canton Township and still have $94 million to use on upgrades and 
needed repairs at every school in the district constructed before the 
year 2000. 

Are the repairs needed? Yes. The bond issue is necessary for tax¬ 
payers to make good on an investment they’ve already made The con¬ 
struction work, spread out over a period of several years, will greatly 
extend the life of many of the schools. 

Is the new elementary school needed? Yes. Nearly all of the ele¬ 
mentary schools in the district are over capacity A new school would 
alleviate that; it would allow for a redistricting process that could keep 
class sizes down and offer a more personalized educational environ¬ 
ment 

Voters should vote yes on both proposals. 

In Northville, voters will be asked to approve the addition of .05 of a 
mill on non-homestead properties. It may seem like a small issue, but 
it could have a large effect - without the additional .05 mills, the dis¬ 
trict will no longer qualify for $315,000 in state funding. With the state 
budget the way it is, the district will need every penny to maintain its 
high quality educatioa 

Both districts, by the way, should be commended for their informa¬ 
tional campaign about these issues. The use of web sites, at 
www.pccs.kl2.mi.us for Plymouth and www.northville.kl2.mi.us for 
Northville are very informative. In Plymouth particularly, residents 
can use this tool to find out exactly what is going on at each particular 
school. It should be the model for bond campaigns from here on out 


A prescription for success 

Sometimes, it’s all about opportunity. 

Citizens of the City of Westland should realize that when they receive 
their fall mailing from the city. It will, among other things, offer them the 
opportunity to take part in a city-wide discounted prescription program. 

The program is open to residents of all ages, regardless of income, 
other health insurance coverage or previous conditions and it will be 
accepted at every major chain drug store. It’s an opportunity they 
should take. 

If and when they do, they should also realize something else: it’s a 
pretty rare opportunity, in the first place. When the city council 
approves the plan at their next meeting, the city will become the first 
non-county unit of government to take advantage of a discount program

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We’re on the same team 


Anyone who was at the last 
Wayne City Council meeting or 
who has since watched it on 
cable knows there was quite a 
dust-up between a few members 
of the council and the city admin¬ 
istration. 

Fbr those who don’t know, the 
issue came up as the council was 
set to approve or reject a $650,000 
expenditure for new decorative 
street lights, on Wayne Road, 
within the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
District The lights would replace 
the silver ones from the east- 
bound side of Michigan Avenue 
down to Venoy Road. It’s a 
planned phase of the streetscape 
improvements. 

The debate was rather heated, 
and it concerned two of my 
favorite people in the Wayne 
political scene - City Manager 


John Zech and City Councilman 
Don Hartford. 

To be honest I wasn’t sure I 
was going to write a column 
about it It’s in the past now, after 
all, and it probably won’t do too 
much good to dig it up agaia And 
at the same time, it makes me 
feel a bit like a gossip columnist 
to write about what probably 
was, after all is said and done, a 
bit of miscommunicatioa 

A few things led up to the con¬ 
frontation. Hartford first of all 
asked for the issue to be tabled 
when it came up in April. Last 
week I reported that was because 
he said he had a plan to better 
spend the money. That was 
wrong; he - along with several 
other members of the council - 
was simply concerned about the 
quality of the existing lights. 

Since then, however, he put 


together a 
plan to use 
the same 
amount of money - relatively - to 
provide what he thought would 
be a better upgrade to the area. 
He gave that presentation about 
seven weeks ago, asked for input 
from his fellow council members 
and apparently didn’t get what he 
hoped for 

Back before he even present¬ 
ed that proposal, I wrote a col¬ 
umn about the issue and suggest¬ 
ed that the streetlights were a 
better way to go. It’s what the city 
had planned all along, and I’ve 
seen streetscape improvements 
bear fruit in other communities, 
too. Besides, I thought that 
Hartford’s plan would primarily 
be buying up and tearing down

In recent weeks, the razing of 
the building known as ‘Cheap 
Charlie’s Storage’ signaled the 
physical disappearance of yet 
another reminder of the great 
industrial past of the City of 
Wayne. 

Few people driving through 
Wayne today can find any clue 
leading them to know about 
Industrial Wire Cloth, or 
Purolater, as it became later. 
Many area residents were 
employed in that building, manu¬ 
facturing filters such as carbure¬ 
tor cleaners, automatic transmis¬ 
sion strainers, refrigeration dehy¬ 
drators, oil pump strainers and 
crank case breathers. 

A unique employer, in 1936, 
the Industrial Wire Cloth 
Products Corporation, with head¬ 
quarters in Wayne and plants in 
Dearborn and Petersburg, MI, 
offered its employees an unusual 
health plan. After the 
“Corporation realized...that a 
steady supply of efficient, well- 
equipped and happy employees 
was necessary to the work of the 
future,” they did two things. They

tested employees to better be able 
to appropriately place workers by 
areas of interest and skill. Each 
applicant and employee was, 
under the daily presence of Prof. 
Feinberg, a Detroit psychologist 
and sociologist, given the Printer- 
Patterson test to arrive at an I.Q., 
the Terman revision of the Binet 
scale, indicating median age and 
also the Detroit Intelligence and 
Mechanical aptitude tests. 

The employees were given 
complete physicals and the con¬ 
clusion was that it “disclosed a 
certain number are in need of 
medical, dental and allied atten¬ 
tions...that a neglect of these 
attentions, in some cases due to 
expense, makes an insecure foun¬ 
dation for future gainful employ¬ 
ment Good health is the essential 
of mental and physical happi¬ 
ness.”

Later, Industrial Wire Cloth 
would become part of Purolator, a 
company with its main office in 
New Jersey and eight additional 
factories across the U.S. and 
Canada, as well as plants in 
England, France, Spain, 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, 
Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, 
Venezuela, South Africa and 
Australia. 

On Friday, Aug. 30, 1968, the 
280 area employees at Purolator 
punched out and the Wayne plant 
closed its doors for the last time. 
High costs of production were 
cited as the reason for the fifth- 
largest taxpayer in Wayne moving 
to Fayettville, North Carolina. 
Regardless of families choosing to 
move there to work or to stay in 
Wayne, their lives were forever 
changed.

The seniors kept their discount - 
for the last four years, any way.

It is not the fault of the 
Romulus seniors that it took 
Comcast four years to update 
their accounting system. I think it 
is even more disgraceful that 
when questioned about the rate 
hike, Fred Eaton of Comcast had 
the nerve to put the blame on the 
seniors saying, “Is it fair that they 
have gotten such a bargain for the 
last four years?”

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Sequel does little to rise above violence, gore 


In the relationship between movies and video games, 
the movie usually comes first - followed by a cheap silver 
screen adaptation 

A multi-million dollar budget is set in place, the movie 
is made, audiences shell out hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars to see it, and then store shelves get stocked with the 
overpriced animated videogame versions of the celluloid 
hit It’s a simple recipe; think Spiderman, Hulk, Lord of 
the Rings, and Star Wars. 

However, the makers of violent yet popular Resident 
Evil video games hope their reverse recipe will work for 
them again with the release of volume two of the movie 
series, Resident Evil: Apocalypse. The original was a sur¬ 
prise hit in 2002 and grossed more than $100 million 

But can a sequel with a few added spices compare to 
the original? This much-anticipated sequel retains many 
of the core ingredients and adds a few new elements that 
might actually enhance its already enticing flavor among 
fans. That doesn’t mean that it’s a meal fit for everyone. 
Unfortunately for me, I was a bit disappointed when I 
realized the neither Resident Evil nor Resident Evil: 
Apocalypse was terrible. They’re not great but they 
weren’t awful, which unfortunately means it’s considered 
a hit among this summer’s meager movie lineup. 

Although Apocalypse doesn’t offer the creativity of 
the emotional-fulfilling Garden State or the styl¬ 
ishly beautiful Hero, it does offer the key 
ingredient required for a summer hit

Granted, the dialogue is probably 
the worst ever written; the film does 
offer the mind-numbing distraction 


needed to escape the summertime blues. 

Apocalypse starts exactly where the original left off. 
Alice (Milla Jovavich), one of the two survivors of the bio¬ 
chemical disaster of the original, returns as the hard- 
nosed, hard-hitting heroine. She wakes up in an aban¬ 
doned hospital where she discovers the Umbrella 
Corporation, the most powerful commercial entity in the 
world and maker of the TVirus, subjected her to biogenet- 
ic experimentation. Alice has been genetically altered 
with super-human strength, senses and agility. 

After making her way out of the hospital, 

Alice finds herself in the heart of a 
ravaged and deadly Raccoon City j 
where the evil T-Virus has escaped j 
into the community turning the res-j 
idents into flesh-eating zombies. 

The city is barricaded and 
quarantined by the Umbrella 
Corporation, which leaves the 
survivors fending for them¬ 
selves against the walking 
dead.

The group receives help from an Umbrella scientist, 
Dn Ashford (Jared Harris), who is safe on the outskirts of 
the city. He guides them through the city via security cam¬ 
eras but only if they save his daughter Angela, who is 
trapped in her school. 

To reach their goal they need to fight their way through 
a relentless assault of the bloodthirsty zombies as well as 
murderous Umbrella forces. They also encounter 
Lickers, deadly bioengineered weapons with cat-like 
reflexes and elongated tongues. But nothing is more dan¬ 
gerous than the heavily-armed giant Nemesis monster 
that resembles the Toxic Avenger pumped up on steroids. 
He’s not pretty, but he’s an effective assassin with a close 
tie to Alice.

ROMULUS EMPLOYEES PENSION PLAN 

An Ordinance to amend the City of Romulus Code of Ordinances Chapter 38 

Romulus Employee Pension Plan. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Ordinance 

Amendment for 34th District Court Participants’ Transfer to the 

Michigan Municipal Employees Retirement System under the 

Amended Romulus Employee Pension Plan. 

Section 2: Effective August 31, 2004, section 38.2. 1(1) is amended and a new 

Section 38-2.7 is hereby added to read as follows: 

See. 38.2.1(1) 

Any union or non-union 34th District Court employee whose 
probationary period ends on or after September 1, 2004 shall not be eligible 
to participate in this Plan, Any union or non-union 34th District Court 
employee whose probationary period ends before September 1, 2004 who 
does not elect to terminate participation in this plan pursuant to Section 
38.2.1 below, shall continue as a participant in this plan as provided in 
Section 38.2. 1 (a). 

Sec. 38.2.7. Participation in MERS - 34th District Court Employees 
Transfer 

(a) Each participant who is a 34th District Court participant whether 
union or non-union shall elect by a date specified by the committee whether to 
continue as an active participant in this plan or to terminate participation and 
become a participant in the Michigan Municipal Employees Retirement 
System (“MERS”) effective September 1, 2004 [hereinafter the “transfer 
date”]. If such ^participant elects to continue as an active participant, the terms 
of this plan, as amended from time to time, shall govern, and the 34th district 
court shall continue to make the contributions described in section 38.3.1, or 
such other rate as may be required pursuant to any future collective bargaining 
agreement if applicable. If such participant elects to terminate participation and 
to participate in MERS, then: 

(1) No future 34th District Court contributions shall be made to this 
plan on behalf of such participant after August 31, 2004; 

(2) Such participant’s city contribution account shall be used, in aggregate with the 
city contribution accounts of all other transferring participants, to purchase past 
service under the MERS plan from the date each such transferring participant 
was first hired by the 34th District Court to the date of such transfer. 

Thereafter, transferred participants shall no longer participate in 

_ this plan either directly or indirectly. ___ 


Section 3: Repealer 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with this ordinance are repealed only 
to the extent necessary to give this ordinance full force and effect. 

Section 4: Savings 

All proceedings pending and all rights and liabilities existing, acquired or incurred at 
the time this ordinance takes effect are saved and may be consummated according to 
the law in force when they were commenced. 

Section 5: Severability 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, subsection or section of this Article be 
declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any court, such declaration 
shall not affect any portion of this Article other than the part specifically declared to 
be void. 

Section 6: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in the official 
newspaper. 

I, Linda R. Choate, CMC Clerk for the City of Romulus, Michigan, do hereby certify 
that the foregoing is a true copy of an ordinance duly adopted by the Romulus City 
Council at its regular meeting held on the day of 2004.

Within forty-five (45) days after the publication of any ordinance duly passed by the 
Council, a petition may be presented to the Council protesting against such ordinance 
continuing in effect. Said petition shall contain the text of such ordinance and shall be 
signed by not less than six percent (6%) of the registered electors registered at the last 
preceding election at which a Mayor of the City was elected. Said ordinance shall 
thereupon and thereby by suspended from operation and the Council shall immediate¬ 
ly reconsider such ordinance.

Turnovers, dropped passes hurt Romulus Eagles

The Romulus Eagles football team con¬ 
tinues to struggle to get a handle on their 
season after a disappointing loss to 
Southgate Anderson. The 14-7 loss left 
them winless in their first three games. 

“It was a tough ball game,” said 
Romulus Coach Wade Cook.

It wasn’t the dropped passes that hurt 
as much as it was the four turnovers, Cook 
said. Turnovers have plagued the Eagles 
in their first three games. They have 
recorded 12 turnovers so far this season 
“We have to take care of the ball bet¬ 
ter,” Cook said. “We’re really only two 
plays away from being 2-1 but the reality is 
we’re 3-0.

He said the defense has been strong 
and the defenders are getting to the ball. 
Adrian Watson led the Eagles in tackles 
against Southgate with six. Philip Roseoe 
recorded three solo tackles and Terrance

On offense Sandefur was 3 of 7 with 100 
yards, with one touchdown and one inter¬ 
ception Tillman caught two balls for 54 
yards and was on the receiving end of the 
team’s only touchdown. Running back 
James Kendricks carried for 112 yards 
and caught one pass for 23 yards. Jerrel 
White, a fullback, had seven carries for 52 
yards. 


Despite the team’s shortcomings, Cook 


said he like the improvement the team 
has made. 

“This has been the best team effort 
showing,” he said. “We just didn’t take 
care of the ball. But those are the kind of 
mistakes you get from a young team. 
Overall I think we played well. I was 
impressed how hard the guys fought” 

Romulus will play at home tomorrow 
night against the Garden City Cougars.

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Up In arms 

Sunset of assault weapon ban draws concern from area police

After 10 years of successfully 
taking assault weapons off the 
streets, gun stores are again sell¬ 
ing more than 19 different 
weapons that were outlawed by 
the 1994 assault weapons ban. 

The ban, which expired 
Monday at midnight, was put in 
place by the U.S. Congress as part 
of the Violent Crime Control and 
Law Enforcement Act of 1994 

The ban required domestic 
gun manufacturers to stop pro¬ 
duction of semi-automatic assault 
weapons and ammunition clips 
holding more than 10 rounds, 
except for military or police use. 
It covered more than 19 different 
weapons, including the AK-47 
and Uzi rifle. The purpose of it 
was to take the assault weapons 
off the streets because, according 
to local police chiefs, there is only 
one true use for the weapons; to 
kill. 

“The assault weapons are 
made to kill people,” said 
Romulus Police Chief Charles 
Kirby. “Anyone can say that they 
are using them for another pur¬ 
pose, like hunting, but when it 
comes down to it, they are made 
and used to kill.” 

According to the U. S. 
Department of Justice, since the 
ban was enacted there has been a 
65.8 percent reduction in the use 
of these kinds of weapons in 
crimes. In 2002, they accounted 


for only 1.22 percent of guns used 
in violent crimes, down from 3.5 
percent in 1995. 

While the issue of assault 
weapons may seem like some¬ 
thing that is more important in a 
urban city like Detroit, that is not 
the case. 

Mike Sumeracki, Wayne police 
chief, said that the assault 
weapons ban is important in all 
areas. He cited the example of a 
shooting that occurred four years 
ago where a Garden City police 
officer was shot 14 times with an 
assault rifle. 

“People see it as something 
that happens in major urban 
areas and big cities, but the reali¬ 
ty is that weapons like that can 
hurt one of my officers,” said 
Sumeracki. “It (the ban) reduces 
the chance that that might occur” 

Paul Davis, Belleville police 
chief, agreed. 

“Now the police department 
will be outgunned by the public. 
An armed officer will not stand a 
chance,” said Davis. “The ban 
will make everyone safer.” 

He, too, discounted arguments 
that such weapons are used for 
hunting and home defense. 
“There is no reason why a person 
would need an assault weapon,” 
said Davis. If it is hunting they 
would want one for, then I don’t 
buy that because there are guns 
for hunting. What kind of individ¬ 
ual would want an assault 
weapon? Human killers.” 

Although the assault weapons 


were, up until Monday, banned 
for civilian possession, many 
police departments have these 
weapons in their arsenal in 
response to a number of fast food 
and school shootings in the early 
90s. 

“After Columbine, the thinking 
changed,” said Sumeracki. 
“Before that we would go into a 
situation like that and set up a 
perimeter and wait for the spe¬ 
cial tactics teams. Now we’ve 
trained our officers to go in and 
take care of business.” 

The Belleville Police 
Department also carries assault 
weapons as part of the arsenal, 
mainly because of incidences like 
Columbine. 

“We never use them, but we 
need to have to tools for situa¬ 
tions that may arise in the 
schools, or even going into a drug 
house for a raid,” said Davis. “We 
have to match fire power with 
fire power.” 

The cities of Wayne and 
Inkster also hold assault weapons 
in their arsenals. 

Many law enforcement organi¬ 
zations made a plea to both the 
federal and state governments 
not to allow this ban to lapse. 

Plymouth Township police 
chiefTom Tiderington, along with 
chiefs in the state of Michigan has 
been lobbying through the 
Michigan Police Chiefs 
Association 
and the Wayne 
County Police 


Chiefs Association for a state ver¬ 
sion of the ban, but Tiderington 
said there doesn’t seem to be 
much interest in Lansing 

“It seems like it’s falling on 
deaf ears,” said Tideringtoa 

That may no longer be the 
case, however. State Sen. Gilda 
Jacobs (D-Huntington Woods) and 
State Sen. Liz Brater (D-Ann 
Arbor) introduced legislation last 
Thursday that would regulate the 
manufacture, possession, pur¬ 
chase, sale and transfer of assault 
weapons. Called the Assault 
Weapon Regulation Act, Senate 
Bill SB 1381 has been referred to 
the senate Committee on 
Judiciary. 

State Sea Bruce Patterson (R- 


"f’ic of the VV eelc" 


Canton), who is on that committee, 
said he has some concerns with 
the language in the proposal, 
though. It doesn’t distinguish 
between semi-automatic weapons, 
which fire a shot with every 
squeeze of the trigger, and fully 
automatic weapons. FVilly auto¬ 
matic weapons are already out¬ 
lawed, Patterson said. They’ve 
been illegal since the 1930s. And 
the right to bear arms is protected 
by the constitutioa 

“It’s clearly a serious issue and 
it merits clear policy discussion,” 
Patterson said. “But it’s a federal 
issue. That’s probably where it 
should be.”

programs at the library, according to
